CHINESE PIRATES. 


CONCERN AMONG SHIPPING 
INTERESTS. 


Those with experience of. Chinese waters 
protest that the Chinese authorities are mak- 
ing little or no effort either to bring their 
naval patrols up to an efficient level or to 
rout out the land bases of the pirates at Bias 
Bay and elsewhere. 

For several years past the favourite and 
very successful method of the Chinese pirate 
has been to ship on bord a passenger steamer 
as an ordinary passenger with a powerful 
gang Which rises at a. given signal, but 
latterly there has been a return to the old 
principle of external attack by armed junks. 

With modern weapons, particularly nachine 
guns, they have a better chance than they 
iad in the old days, and although, up te now, 
this form of attack has been used principally 
against Chinese steamers, it will inevitably 
spread, It makes.a still further demand on 


the services of the gunboat. patrol maintained 


by foreign powers and is causing a good deal 
of concerti among shipping interests trading 
in Chinese waters.

CANADIAN GRAIN CROPS. ; 

Continuation of extreme heat accompanied 
by winds caused considerable damage to grow- 
ing grains in the Prairie Provinces of Canada, 
states the weekly cabled report of the Cana- 
dian National Railways. In some areas crops 
have ripened too fast to obtain normal filling. 
In other districts rain now would be too late 
to affect the’ ontrun, but would improve 
coarse grains and thus relieve the feed situa- 
tion. Grasshopper damage has considerably 
reduced the prospective coarse grain yield. 
Northern sections experienced frost, but the 
extent of damage is unknown, Throughout 
the southern parts of the three provinces 
harvesting is under way and yields are vari- 
able. The Manitoba yield is uncertain, hot 
weather and insufficient moisture having 
caused too rapid maturity, Threshing of 
barley and rye will be under way next week. 
In Saskatchewan cool rain is needed. Many 
fields have been burnt, and farmers are cut- 
ting to save what they can for feed. Yields 
vary from 12 to 20 bushels per acre. Around 
Rosetown, Kindersley, and Elrose heavy 
damage followed drought and grasshoppers, 
and the yield is net expected to average 10 
bushels. In Alberta showers have improved 
feed and late grains, but in some fields the 
wheat yield is as low as 10 to 15 bushels. In 
North and Central Alberta there has been 
good progress because of heavy rains, but 
here and there hail caused damage. The Peace 
River district anticipates a better ‘harvest 
than most areas,

SURGERY AT ITS 
ZENITH! 


THE ADVANCES OF MEDICINE. 


It has recently been stated by more than 
one leading authority that the art of sur- 
gery has vow reached its zenith, and in an 
article. in the. Nineteenth Century on 
‘Recent Surgical Landmarks” Dr. H. H. 
Bashford remarks that the observation, which 
has been a perennial one, hitherto belied by 
new and unexpected triwnphs, has a sound 


basis. 


lt would probably be admitted by most 
observers that, durimg the last twenty years, 
surgery has nothing to show, in the way of 
landmarks, quite comparable with the dis- 
covery of the vitamins, of insulin, or the 
liver treatment for pernicious atemia, re- 
corded by medicine, he writes. Since the 
achievements of Lister in the latter part of the 
last century its progress has been rather in 
the nature of an ever-flowing tide of tech- 
nical improvement, combined with a penetra- 
tion into fields of operative skill only made 
possible by Listerian precautions. 

Apart from the treatment of such ex- 
ternal mishaps as MNecessitate the removal 
of foreign bodies or hopelesly damaged 
tissues, or the repairing of others, every sur- 
gical operation is a confession of failure ou 


the part of medicine, And every great ad- 


vance of medicine must imevitably connote 


a corresponding decline in. the need for sur i 


gery. 
IMPORTANT RESEARCHES. 
Heliotherapy (the ,exposure to sunlight, 
either real or artificial), for instance, has 
already removed from the operating theatre 
many hundreds .of cases of what. were once 
known as surgical tuberculosis. The researches 
of Dr, Robert MeCarrison in India upon his 
great colonies of well and ill-fed rats have 
shown that it is only amongst the latter thus 
cases appear of enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
and various forms of interna] ulcers, And if 
the principle be applied, as it surely will, to 
the bringmg-up of the human young,’ it is 
reasonable to expect that yet another -exten. 
sive sphere, largely dominated at present by 
surgeons, will cease to exist, 


ing organ, and is regarded by the younger 
generation of organists as the climax of 
German organ-building art. The Gothic 
pipes of the 15th century in the main organ 
still have a solemnly majestic tone. 

Similar, although not quite so rich in tonal 
contrasts, 1s the organ in the noted Teten- 
tanz chapel of the Marienkirche, built in 
1492 (the year America was discovered), 
and rebuilt in 1557-58 and again in 1621-22. 
A member of the famous Scherer organ- 
building family helped construct it, and 
Johann Sebastian. Bach played on it as a 
pupil of Buxtehude, who is btiried in the 
church. Herr Walter Kraft, the organist, 
lives in a house adjoining the thurch. Many 
recitals are given on the organ, and special 
erformanees can be arranged by request. 
‘he Marienkirche has two other organs, but 
neither can compare with the Totentanz 
organ, ‘the Aégidienkirche at Liibeck also 
possesses two organs. 

Closely following Libeck, the organists’ 
Mecca, comes Hamburg. In its Michaelis- 
rirche (many concerts by Organist Alfred 
Sittard) is one of the biggest, and in the 
Jakobikirche one of the most important, 
organs in Germany. The latter was built 
by Hans Schere and, after him, . by Arp 
Schnitger, about the year 1300. It has four 
manuals and pedals, with sixty registers—an 
‘mposing construction for that dav. This 
organ was most highly regarded by Rach

AC hristian B rother. 


At the meetings in Dublin or the World 
Education Conference there was no more 
interesting speaker than the Rev. Brother 
Crehan, a Christian Brother from Water- 
ford. . When any speech or paper 
championed a doctrine or advocated a form 
or type of instruction that was contrary to 
the teachings of the Roman Catholic 
Church, Brother Crehan, if he was present, 
did not allow the meeting to close without 
the attitude of his Church being made 
clear.

Brother 
Crehan, however, by his courteous manner, 
his neatly chosen words and phrases and 
his friendly approach, could have offended 
no one. Those who differed very strongly 
from Brother Crehan inevitably looked 
forward to his remarks ; for he always had 
something important to say, and he said it 
with a certain amount of charm. He had 
a neat sense of humour, too. 


Lord Baden-Powell. 


The Chief Scout, who has been taking a 
prominent part ‘in the Hungarian 
Jamboree, at which many Free State boys 
are present, is 76 years of age. He has 
visited Ireland often, and on one occasion, 
an old Scout tells me, he asked for the 
opinion- of the Scout authorities here of a 
scheme to issue a special edition of 
‘“‘ Scouting for Boys ” that would contain 
nothing in which those of strong national 
sentiment could find offence. Lord Baden- 
Powell wanted scouting to make progress 
in all countries, but unfortunately there 
were people in Ireland who saw in the 
movement a form of ‘‘ imperialism.”’ The 
fact that 37 nations are taking part in the 
Hungarian Jamboree, all acknowledging 
“ B.P. ” as their Chief Scout, shows how 
fallacious was that idea. Instead of being 
imperialistic the Scout. movement is inter- 
national, and it may yet prove a great 
force for world peace. 


B.P. in Belfast. 


An old Belfast printer once told me that 
he remembered Baden-Powell, then a 
major stationed in Victoria Barracks, 
writing a series of articles for one of the 
Northern newspapers. That probably was 
in 1894, when his regiment, the 13th 
Hussars, after the Curragh Manceuvres of 
that year proceeded to Dundalk and then 
to Belfast. The Chief Scout has always 
been a great writer. He is also an 
excellent artist, and can sketch with equal 
facility with both right and left hands. 
B.P. was the sixth son and the eighth of 
ten children of the Rev. Professor Baden- 
Powell, a learned Oxford professor, a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and a clergy- 
man well known for his love of nature and 
for his kindly and generous disposition.

GREEN PYLONS. 


- 


DORSET'S EXAMPLE TO 
IRELAND. 


The pylons supporting the wires which 
carry the electric current, from Ardnacrusha 
to many parts oí the Irish Free State have 
occasionally been criticised on the ground that 
they detract from the beauty of the country- 
side. But has it yet been suggested that they 
would be less an inartistic abnormality were 
they painted green ? 

The subjects of pylons and their colour is 
treated in a Manchester Guardian leaderette, 
in which it is stated that, by long tradition, 
the farmer’s life is supposed to be full of 
grievances, but- farmers in Dorset are to be 
congratulated on having found one that lends 
itself to some form of redress, or attempted 
redress: Liké a good many other people, they 
are objecting to the pylons of the electricity 
“ grid,’’ but in Dorset the firms who are 
responsible for those erections have agreed to 
paint some of them green in order to meet 
the objections of those farmers and land- 
owners who consider that the vista is spoiled 
by pylons in pale grey. 

If that does not meet the malcontents, 
perhaps a little artificial foliage might trans- 
form the offending structure into a mechanical 
elm or oak that would slip still more smoothly 
into the prevailing colour scheme of the Eng- 
lish acres. Another way would be to culti- 
vate a livelier acceptance of the new idea and 
not to assume quite so readily that all innova- 
tions are necessarily outrageous. 

In these matters much depends on the eye 
of the beholder. Some people rage at filling- 
stations, but one decidedly eminent Englis 
artist has referred almost with affection to 
what he calls “ the gnome-like pathos ” of 
those despised petrol pumps. If that is the 
reaction which those turnip-headed ministers 
to the motorist can produce in a real artist, is 
it impossible to hope that some champion of 
the pylon will yet arise? 

If the pumps have their pathos, is there 
not a certain high purpose in the tall stride 
which carries the steel trellises up hill and 
down dale? They march, like the roads left 
by the Romans, straight to their objective— 
and they are, even as the roads were, lines 
of communication in the visible manuscript of 
man’s earthly adventure. But for the fact 
that it is immemorial and accepted, a farmer's 
furrow would be a hideous interference with 
the natural scene; the pylon suffers’ not from 
any innate ugliness, but use it arrived 
overnight instead of descending down the 
ages. However, if it is felt that they will be 
more acceptable if they are painted green, by 
all means let the treatment be applied. They 


/might even be painted bronze in October to 


match the autumnal tints.

OUNT MELLERAY, the lonely moun- 
M tainside Abbey on the southern slopes 
of the Knockmealdown Mountains, 
where an ever-open door is kept for the way- 
farer, celebrates the centenary of its founda- 
tion this month, when Cardinal MacRory, 
Primate of All Ireland, and many members 
of the Irish Hierarchy wil! be present. 

The monks of the Akbey are members of 
tho Order of Cistercians of the Strict 
Observance, and in, Melleray carry on the 
work started by their biethren of a hundred 
years ago. ' 


ENGLISH HOUSE. 

In 1830, when all foreign monks were ex- 
pelled from the Cistercian Abbey of Melleray, 
about twenty miles from Nantes, by govern- 
mental decree, and after several weeks of hard- 
ships they journeyed to England, where the 
Abbey of the Holy Trinity was established st 
Lulworth, At that time it was the ambition 
of the Prior, Dom Vincent Ryan, to establish 
au Irish house of the Order, and in 1831 he 
arrived in Ireland, and firally secured a farm 
at Rathmore, County Kerry, as a temporary 
heme for the members of the Order. 

After further search throughout the country, 
the Prior finallly secured from Sir Richard 
Keane the wild stretch of barren mountain- 
side in County Waterford on which the farms 
of Melleray have since been founded. , 

Assisted by a few members of the com- 
munity from Rathmore and men from the 
local parish, Dom Vincent Ryan began the 
construction of the first roughly-erected com- 
munity house and in che clearing of the scrub 
in order that they might tilltheland. His 
work succeeded, and on August 20th, 1833, the 
foundation stone of the Abbey of Mount 
Melieray was laid by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Most Reverend Dr. Abraham. 

Each year since their first foundation on the 
mountainside the monks have added more and 
more acres to their farms, and to-day the 
have succeeded in making themselves a sell 
ccutained community, asking nothing of the 
outside world, All their food is sate aie by 
their own labour on the farms, and these also 
provide food for the poor or any visitor who 
may care to rest in the Guest House attached 
tu the Abbey. 

Early this year the Abbot, Dom Stanislaus 
Hickey, died, after governing the community 
for only eighteen months. in his place the 
Akbot of Mount St. Bernard, Leicester, Dom 
Celsus O’Connell—who began his religious life 
at — Melleray—was selectel as the new 
Abbot. 


CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 

Now, on the 15th, 16th and 17th of this 
month the monks will celebrate the centenary 
of the foundation in the presence of repre- 
sentatives of the communities of continental 
and English houses of the Order cf 
Cistercians, together with many from the 
Roscrea Abbey. A Solemn Pontifical Mass 
will be sung each day and sermons delivered 
by leading members of the Order. 

Under the strict vow of silence, the monks 
of Melleray go arene life, beginning their 
day at 2 o'clock each morning, when they 
rise to chant the first part of their Office. 
Work in the fields and about the monastery 
is carried on throughout the day in silence, 
and only one member of the community, the 
Guest Master, is absolved from his vow. 
The monks retire for the night at 8 o'clock 
}reenwich time being kept, winter an 
sunimer. 

The memory of dead brethren is com- 
memorated for thirty days after death. In 
the long refectory a small black cross is 
placed before the seat of the dead monk and 
ut each meal time his. food is laid out as 
usual, and, after the other members of the 
community have finished their meal, the food 
laid before the place of their dead brother 
is given away to the poor. 


STRANGERS WELCOME, 

No stranger is refused admission to the 
Guest Héuse of Mellerav when accommoda- 
tion is available. When they arrive at the 
Abbey doors they are beal by the Guest 
Master, and they may stay for any time 
up to fourteen days. On leaving they are 
not asked to make any contribution towards 
the cost of their support during their visit— 
if they care to do so they may leave a 
donation, but they will not asked for it 
and, whether they do so or not ‘there will 
always be a welcome for them on their re- 
turn to the mountainside Abbey. 

Visitors who have seen Melleray cannot, 
at first sight, appreciate the fact that the 
Abbey is but a hundred years old, Protected 
from the winds that tear across the slopes 
of the Knockmealdowns throughout the 
winter months by sheltering belts of trees, all 
that is visible from the distance is the squat 
concrete spire of the old abbey church and 
the farmlands stretching away southwards, 
At the present time a new church is being 
built, and steadily the work of improving 
the architecture of the abbey is being carries 
out, a new cloister being added ont a few 
years ago. | 

The library of the Abbey, which is directly 
over the chapter room, contains many rare 
Irish and Latin works, and it is always a 
source of wonder to visitors who are pri: 
vileged. to see these as to how the monks, 
n. their flight from France and their constant 
changes of abode during the years 1830 and 
onwards to the final date of their éstablish- 
ing themselves in Mount Melleray, kept their 
collection together and steadily added to it.

Guns should have been overhauled and in 
store since February, but it is quite probable 
that they have been left on the infinite list 
of things one meant to do (writes 
“H.B.C.P.” in Country Life).. Well, a gun 
breakdown is a serious affair on the moor. 
Even a sticky ejector is no treat, and the 
odd, but emphatic, language of the loader is 
no help to straight, concentrated shooting. 
To the maker the guns must go if you are 
to be certain that all is as well as forethought 
can prepare. 

Next there is the matter of cartridges—and 
where grouse are concerned these do matter. 
To a large extent, I do not attach particular 
importance to loads or makes for partridges 
or ordinary covert Eoin. The ranges are 
not long, and anything which gives a fairly 
segular pattern and is not woefully weak will 
do; but with grouse you have to take your 
first birds very far in front and the last often 
very far and high behind. A popular load 
which will pass muster in England often 
shows up very badly, indeed, in the sterner 
surroundings of Scotland. I do not think 
that it is possible to better the load and case 
prescribed by the gun-maker, who knows the 
requirements of the guns and the shooter. 

Last. year a party of us whiled away an hour 
of hopeless storm by holding an improvised 

t-mortem on the various cartridges used 
Ár war It was not a scientific inquiry, 
but it showed very great differences between 
the type of case, quality of shot and quality 
of wadding. The cases with the best com- 
ponents were those loaded by some of the 
leading London gun-makers ; there was a good 
American load, and there were standard pro- 
prietary brands. 3 

We borrowed from one another and tried 
various changes, but there was a consensus 
of opinion that the cartridges which showed 
best in the post-mortem were decidedly best 
in the field. Order, therefore, good cart- 
ridges, and plenty of them, and the better 
waterproofed they are the better.

PRESAGED. 


THEORY OF EARTH’S 
“PULSATION.” 


The earth is due for another flood—or a 
whole series of them—if the past behaviour 
of the oceans continues in the future, accord- 
ing to a theory advanced to the International 
Geological Congress at Washington. 

In an address, Dr. A. W. Grabau, of 
Peking, China, said that since the geological 
age, aban as the Cambrian; more than 

;000,000 years ago, when life was just 
getting its start on the earth, the level of 
the sea has periodically risen and fallen in 
a regular rhythm. He called it the ' pul- 
sation theory,” states Keuter’s Washington 
correspondent. 

The cause of these periodic floods is not 
known with certainty, but it may be linked 
+3 with the activity of radio-active substances 
like radium in the interior of the earth. 

This radio-activity probably generates heat, 
some scientists believe, and there is 
evidence that the heat may escape at 
intervals by a ‘‘ blowing off steam' progress 
that may have something to do with causing 
the ocean floods. 

Geologists have long known that the oceans 
have partially flooded the continents many 
times m the earth’s past, but many had held 
the theory that this was due to the sinking 
of the continents. Dr. Grabau, however, 
said all evidence indicates that the rise and 
fall of sea level every few million years is 
the real cause of the floods. Some areas of 
the continents have risen and fallen, he said, 
but this was only secondary to the ocean 
movements.

A collision took place in Glasgow Docks 
yesterday between the steamer Amarapoora, 
owned by Messrs. P, Henderson and Co., and 
the Greek-owned steamer, Despina Glypti. 

The Despina Glypti had arrived at Glasgow 
over the week-end with a cargo of grain from 
the Black Sea, and was moored at Meadow- 
side quay, where she had been discharging 
her cargo. ' 

Meanwhile the Amarapoora was proceeding, 
with her tug, down the river when the tow 
rope broke and the current carried the ship 
head-on into th: Greek vessel. 

Fortunately the workmen who had been 
unloading the Greek vessel were on shore at 
dinner when the impact took place, but when 
water was observed pouring through a hole 
beneath the water line into the main hold the 
men rushed on deck. . 

Pumps were set agoing to prevent the 
water from reaching the other holds and 
damaging the grain, Later the work of un- 
loading was carried on to permit the vessel 
being taken to diry dock. 

The Amarapoora after striking the Greek 
vessel amid-ships slewed round, but it pulled 
clear and dropped anchor in mid-channel, 
Later she proceded on her way to Liver- 
pool, where it is stated her passengers will 
embark. 

The Amarapoora is a vessel of 8,173 tons, 
and the Despina Glypti 3,313 tons.

are a disgrace to the city,” said Alderman 

A. Byrne, T.D., Mayor of Dublin, 
yesterday. 

“I am getting alarmed at the increase in 
unemployment,” he said. ‘‘ You can see it 
reflected in the weekly statistics of the 
Dublia Board of Assistance, and at the same 
time we are faced with increased demands 
for housing accommodation, It is sad to see 
the number of people who are encouraged to 
come to Dublin in the hope of employment 
and housing. We can do nothing for them, 
and they are only making matters worse for 
many of our citizens who are ekeing out a 
miserable existence. Even at the docks, 1 am 
informed, experienced dockers are only 
getting one day’s work a week, I know 
numbers of cases of mothers and fathers whose 
sons and daughters, aged from seventeen to 
twenty-one years, have never had the oppor- 
tunity of getting a days work since they 
left school. 

All the Lord Mayor's staff was on vacation 
yesterday, but he was not unemployed. He 
was found sorting and tabulating 400 letters, 
“which,’’ said Alderman Byrne, “I have to 
answer to-morrow.” 


THE RENTS, 


He reverted to the subject which next 
occupied his thoughts, time and energy— 
housing, and passing over a bundle of 
papers said: ‘‘Examine those; the paper 
alone weighs a stone. They are 11,000 
applications for housing accommodation.’ 
You will notice rents ranging from 8s., 9s., 
and 10s, to 12s. and 15s. a week for one- 
roomed tenements in very poor quarters. 
That should not be, The Rent Restriction 
Acts should be extended to take in houses of 
higher valuation, Rents of tenements should 
be regulated by other considerations than the 
demand for housing. A man drawing poor 
law relief of 12s. a week should not be 
charged 8s. a week for one room. The tene- 
ments are falling into decay, and it is almost 
impossible for the Corporation to keep pace 
with the problem. The scarcer cottages for 
the working classes are the higher rents go 
in the tenements; 8s. and 10s, for a room in 
a tenement, while the Corporation is hoping 


| to give cottages for smaller rents to 10,00U 


eople. Some of these families of grown 
atá and girls eat, drink, and sleep in one 
room with their parents—a fact which should 
make the public appreciate what a fine type 
of people are coming from such homes. 
Taken as a whole the character of these 
i people is remarkable. 


TEN IN A ROOM, 


“But look through the list. On the first 
page you will notice a family of ten in one 
room, for which 15s. a week was being paid ; 
Under the Corporation scheme that man 
would have a three-roomed cottage for 6d. 
less a week than he has been compelled to 
pay in the tenement.” 

An examination of the list of 11,000 appli- 
cations revealed cases of six living in one 
room, for which 15s, a week is being paid; 
four in one room at 12s, a week, pe fam- 
lies of five and six people paying 10s, 
a week for one room. One applicant 
was a labourer with seven in family 
who is paying 10s, 9d. a week for one room. 
At an address in a back lane the father of 
six had to pay lls. 6d. a week. Rents of 
Ss., 9s. and 10s. are numerous in the lists. 
A man drawing £1 8s. outdoor relief is being 
charged 12s. a week for a single room, Rents 
of 15s. a week for a single apartment are fre- 
quent in the lists. The same sort of story is 
told on every page—high rents for shocking 
accommodation. 


The Lord Mayor said :—'' There is a large 
number of. decent. landlords.in Dublin’ who 
charge only: normal rents for tenements, and 
there are others who are exploiting the pre- 
vailing unhappy conditions. 

“ My attention was drawn to a couple of 
cases where the occupier was drawing 10s. a 
week outdoor relief and was expected to pay 
7s. 6d. a week for one room. A large number 
of tenements are let at 4s. and 5s. a week for 
a single apartment. There are owners of tene- 
ments who are charging old tenants only 
about 5s. a week, but who seize on any diffi- 
culty to get rid of them, and then double 
the rent on new tenants.” 

“The Corporation,” said the Lord Mayor, 
‘is working at top speed. Everything in 
their power is being done to extend the 
schemes at Cabra, Dolphin's Barn and in the 
North Lotts area. We hope to get on with 
the Glorney’s Buildings area in the near 
future. 

“We have in readiness a scheme for a com- 
plete block of flats at the back of Aldborough 
House. The house is now being used as a store 
for the Post Office, and the Government has 
been unable to hand over the ground, But 
almost from the date they do we are in a 
position to house two hundred families on 
the flat system within a year. We hope to 
use these flats to release from occupation the 
houses we propose to take down in the 
Glorney’s Buildings area. 

‘You see, the housing position is not 
getting better, and we cannot discover what 
is behind it, More applications for housing 
accommodation are coming in, and rents for 
tenement rooms are going up. While agree- 
ing that the Government and the Corporation 
have spent considerable sums, I am really 
getting alarmed. An appeal should be made 
to all the authorities to try and settle the 
state of affairs that exists in the country, so 
as to give these people a chance. We want 
immediately almost 10,000 two-roomed flats. 
This is not a proper solution of the* housing 
question, but, at any rate, will be a hundred 
per cent. better and cheaper than the single- 
roomed tenement with rickety staircases and 
broken-down buildings, We also want, 10,000 
three and four-roomed cottages before any 


marked effect can take place in the housing 
conditions of the city. 


CALL TO AUTHORITIES, 


“*T see so much of the side of life,” added 
the Lord Mayor, ‘‘ that I feel this generation 
has suffered enongh, and I feel that a great 
appeal should be made to the authorities to 
bring, in this respect at least, an end to 
their ills,’’

_ Speaking at a Cumann na nGaedheal meet- 
ing in Athlone Town Hall, General Sean 
MacKoin, T.D., said that the economic state 
of the country was worse than ever before, 
and the purchasing power of the people was 
falling daily.

Lakes or sea-bays previde in every case 
facilities for bathing and such healthy open- 
air sports as boating, yachting, fishing, etc. 
That beaúty and variety of scenery has de- 
cided the site of all the health resorts is 
obvious without explunatjon,

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FROM OFFICE BOY 
TO FINANCIER. 


BEGAN LIFE ON £5 A 
YEAR. 


The late Mr. Robert Fleming, who died at 
the age of 89, was one of the richest and most 
respected financiers in the City of London. 
His death, no doubt, means another substan- 
tial windiall for the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Mr, Fleming was the inventor and pioneer 
of the modern investment trust company. 

His career was remarkable. He was born in 
a cottage opposite a Dundee jute mill where 
his father worked. Later his parents kept a 
small grocery shop. 

At 14 he started in business. as an office 
boy, receiving, as he used to recall with 
amusement, the princely sum of £5 for his 
first year’s work. Later he became bookkeeper 
to a firm of jute manufacturers. ; 

One. of the partners died, leaving Jarge in- 
vestments in Ámerican railways. His execu- 
tors sent young Fleming—then aged 28—to 
America to investigate fhese securities. 

On his return he suggested forming a com- 
Ea with capital to invest in American rails. 

is idea was adopted, and he thus made the 
beginnings of his huge íortune and financial 
reputation, 

At 39 he moved to London and became 
financial adviser to many of the leading in- 
surance companies, 

He crossed the Atlantic about 130 times, 
and his-tall, stately figure and grave-looking 
face were equally well known in financial 
circles in New York and London, 

He was a man of few words, and most 
modest -about his great achievements and 
Easa y. St. Andrew’s University made 
im an LL.D. 

His eldest son, Major Valentine Fleming, 
M.P., was killed in the war. His surviving 
son, Major Philip Fleming, married a daughter 
of Sir Philip Hunloke. There are also two

THE SIX-HOUR DAY. 


HOW IT WORKS: IN 


UNITED STATES. 

The United States Bureau of Labour Sta- 
tistics carried out some time ago a survey 
of the results of the six-hour day in a manu- 
facturing plant which introduced the system 
in December, 1930. The management re- 
ported, it is stated, that the six-hour day 
Had led to increased daily production from the 
plant, an increased return from capital in- 
vested, decreased overhead expenses, and the 
elimination of the luncheon and refreshment 
room expenses. The change had caused re- 
ductions in pay for about three-quarters of 
the wurkers involved, but was, nevertheless, 
preterred by 77 per cent. of the workers, the 
remaiuder preferring the eight-hour shift 
because they received more pay. The workers 
liked the system because they had more time 
for home duties, leisure, and study, and to 
work a home garden, less fatigue at the end 
of the day, a chance for outdoor pleasures, 
and time to buy more economically at a time 
when the shops were less snowed: 

The weekly organ of the International 
Labour Office at Geneva prints an interesting 
summary of the replies received to a ques- 
tionnaire on the six-hour day sent out by the 
Denartment of Industrial Engineering of Car- 
nell University. Companies employing about 
165,000 persons replied. Seventy-two per 
cent. of the replies expressed the persona! 
upinion of the managers in favour of the 
six-hour day, and most of those opposed ta 
the change based their opposition upon 
operating conditions in their particular busi- 
nesses. Further, many of those opposed te 
the six-hour day did not object to a shorter 
working week. Sixty per cent. of those re- 
plying recognised that the general trend was 
towards shorter hours, Sixty-eight per cent.

question was also put as to whether a shift 
system would be introduced if hours were 
shortened. Sixty-seven per cent. of those 
replying were working only one shift, 7 per 
cent. two shifts, and 26 per cent. three shifts 
a day. With the introduction of a six-hour 
day a significant number (25 per cent.) would 
apparently work two shifts, while 23 per 
—_ stated that they would work four shifts 
a day. : 

With regard to wages, the majority (66 

r cent.) expected the hourly rate to be 
raised, though only 38 per cent. expectéd 
the daily wage to be maintained. A study of 
the replies shows that many expected that 
the hourly rate would be increased, but not 
enough to make the daily rate equal to the 
previous daily rate for a longer day. There 
was a general feeling on the part of those 
who predicted a decreased daily wage that 
this decrease would be only temporary, and 
that in the long run a way would be found 
to increase the daily wage even above that

| THE FERTILISATION OF 


SIBERIA,’ 


PLANS TO HARNESS WARM 
SEA CURRENTS. 


A vast scheme to transform the uninhabited 
and barren wilderness of ice-bound Siberia 
into a fertile garden by diverting a warm 
ocean stream, has been evolved by a Russian 
engineer. According to reports from Russia, 
the authorities are seriously considering the 
project, 

Under the scheme, states Reuter from 
Helsingfors, it is also planned to make 
Vladivostock—at present ice-bound for three 
months in the year—navigable ail the year 
round. 

A warm current known as the Tsushima 
Stream flows by way of Kara Sound, past the 
island of Saghalin, and thence to the Sea 
of Okhotsk. Running in the opposite 
direction is a cold stream. The engineer 
plans to construct a dam between the Island 
of Saghalin and the coast of Siberia, thus 
diverting the course of the cold stream and 
making the warm stream wash the snow-clad 
coasts of Siberia. 

Another Russian engineer named Andrejeff 
wants to harness the Gulf Stream in the 
same way. At present the Gulf Stream 
warms the western coasts of Europe, but en- 
counters a cold sea stream off the coasts of 
Scandinavia. M. Andrejeff thinks he can 
eliminate the influence of this cold stream by 
building a dam between Novaya Zemlya and 
the Siberian mainland. Then the Gulf Stream 
will warm the northern coasts of Russia and 
Siberia and. make barren land fit for culti- 
vation,

TWO GOVERNMENTS 
ACTING, 

If Andorra is in the throes of a revolution, 
nobody Ti the "'capital,” Andorra la 
Vieja, a couple of days ago would have 
believed it. The little mountain town was 
en féte, states Reuter from Paris, celebrating 
the day of San Esteva, the patron saint of 
Andorra. The entire population of the valleys 
had flocked into the capital to sing, dance and 
be merry. ' 

Nevertheless, the conflict between tradition 
and progress is fermenting apace. e young 
gereration is knocking at the door of the 
elders, who obstinately refuse to abandon 
their oligarchy for popular government. The 
co-princes, tke President of the French 
Republic and the Bishop of Urgel, are on the 
side of progress. They have. proved it by 
deposing, through their viguters, or local 
chargé d'affaires; the Syridic, or Premier, 
and the Council General, or Government, and 
appointing a provisional Syndic and Council, 
pending a general election on the basis of 
manhood suffrage. 

The Old Guard’s attitude is one of death 
rather than surrender. Sw for the time being 
Andorra has two Governments. The French 
co prince, acting through the Prefect of the 
Pyrenees Orientales Department, and the 
French viguier not only refuses to recognise 
the Syndic of the old régime, but, — 
action to the word, has given orders that a 
customs certificates signed by him (without 
which Andorran exports cannot enter France) 
ara null and void. ‘This has given rise to the 
inaceurate report of a French embargo on 
Andorran exports. 

There the situation’ remains for the 
moment, but evolution is on the march in this 
patriarchal nook of the Pyrenees, and — 
should not be long before smuggling will give 
way to modern industry as the chief source of 
the Principality’s wealth. A start had already 
been made by a big waterwork scheme,

Views of Dublin. 


Dublin this week is at the height of her 
social season, The first week of August 
traditionally marks her nearest approach 
to the status of an ‘international ” 
capital ; for the Horse Show brings visitors 
from every land. If the magnificent 
weather of the past three months endures 
for another four days, the Show will be 
“held under perfect conditions. The city 
itself will be at its best, and the show 
grounds at Ballsbridge will be a ~plendid 
setting for the frocks whth only dare to 
Our visitors

appear when the sun ships. 
will not be deterred by 
which suggest that the country is an 
armed camp, seething with revolutionary 
frenzy, and likely at any moment to flare 
into eruption. They know from experience 
how much these reports are worth. Armed 
policemen may invest Leinster House, but 
nobody more dangerous than a “ traffic 
cop ” will be in evidence about the streets. 
For four days Dublin will be an eminently 
pleasant and hospitable place, ready and 
anxious to give her visitors, both from 
the provinces and from other countries, 
a good time. For all the havoc of the 
economic war, this year’s Horse Show 
bears the full signs of success. During 
the rest of the week Dublin will be a well- 
groomed, gaily-dressed and generally 
‘‘ expensive’’ city. Viewed in her squares, 
her spacious streets, her hotels, her 
theatres, and in the great enclosures at 
Ballsbridge, she ought. to bear, indeed, 
all the marks of prosperity. 

There is, of course, another side to the 
picture. Té-day and for the three follow- 
ing days the main streets of Dublin will 
be full of colour and gaiety; but the back 
streets will continue to wear all that garb 
of sombreness and squalor which they have 
tried to discard only twice in the last ten 
years—during the Enfancipation Cen- 
in 1929 and the Eucharistic 
Congress of 1932. Hotels may be 
‘“‘crowded,’’ as the well-to-do regard 
crowding; but the poor people in the 
slums, squeezed like sardines in a tin 
into single, dilapidated rooms, will read 
the reports of “ packed hotels’’ with feel- 
ings of tragic bitterness. Yesterday, on 
the eve of the splendid Horse Show, the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin described some of 
the horrors that lurk behind the stately 
walls of the slum streets. He wld of 
six, ten in a 


tenary 


people living four, five, 
single room. “Some .. . families of 
grown boys and girls eat, drink and sleep 
in one room with their parents,” he said. 
In such an environment there is small! 
possibility of a decent, not to say a 
healthy, upbringing. When critics of 
Ireland talk contemptuously of her 
national ‘‘ disrespect for law ” they might 
spare a thought for these multitudes of 
poor people, and they. might inquire what 
chance these people have to learn respect 
for law and morality. The wonder is, 
indeed, that Dublin is tt a far less 
decent, less kind, less law-abiding city 
than ahe actually is. 

The situation, in the Lord Mayor's view, 
is becoming worse. Unemployment in- 
creases ; fresh swarms of poor people are 
coming into Dublin from the provinces in 
search of work and dwelling-places. The 
new houses which the Corporation is pro- 
viding are insufficient to cope with the 
enlarged demand, Meanwhile, the poor 
wretches who are compelled to live in the 


crowded tenements must pay outrageously 


for their vile quarters. The Lord Mayor 
gave several instances of exorbitant rent. 
Six people live in one room and pay 15s. a 
week for it; four live in one room at 12s. 
a week; a family of eight pays 11s. 6d. a 
week. Rents of 15s. a week are common 
for a single room , rents of 8s., 9s. and 10s.

Petrol Stations. 


Lovers of beautiful scenery everywhere 
will applaud the action of the East Sussex 
County Council, which is taking drastic 
steps to regulate and control the erection 
of petrol pumps. It has framed new by- 
laws in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the committee appointed under 
the Petroleum (Consolidation) Act of 
1928, and has approached the Home Sec- 
retary for his approval. The new by-laws 
propose to control the external elevation 
and appearance of all petrol stations in 
the East Sussex area. They also will 
give the Council power to decide what, if 
any, advertisements will be permitted, 
and also the kind of lettering and colour- 
ing to be used on petrol pumps. Further- 


| more, the Council will have. the right to 


prohibit entirely the erection of petrol 
stations in certain defined areas which are 
of interest by virtue of scenic beauties. 
These areas will include the whole of the 
forest district of mid-Sussex, with certain 
small exceptions; the entire area of the 
South Downs, and an extensive district in 
the Bexhill neighbourhood, comprising the 
terrain over which William the Con- 
queror manceuvred before the Battle of 
Hastings, and the countryside made 
famous by Rudyard Kipling in “ Puck of 
Pook’s Hill.’ East Sussex has set an 
example which we may hope will be fol- 
lowed generally in these islands. The need 
for rigid control of petrol stations is very 
evident in Ireland. Nobody wishes to 


“deny the value of such stations—if one 


ever has driven a motor car one will appre- 
ciate this aspect of the case—but there is 
no doubt that unaesthetic buildings, often 
of a ramshackle type, and plastered with 
gaudy advertisements, ruin the effect of 
the most wonderfyl scenery. In some parts 
of Ireland care has been taken to prevent 
such desecration of our beauty spots, but 
in others things seem to have been left 
entirely in the hands of the local 
plumber, with dreadful results. We re- 
commend East Sussex’s action to the care- 
ful consideration of the Free State Govern- 
ment, in the hope that something may be 
done to mend matters before they have 
gone too far.

The Gran Chaco. 


A hitch hrs occurred in the arrange- 
ments made by the League of Nations for 
the settlemen: of the dispute between 
Paraguay and Bolivia fn a ee 
posed of representatives 0 ae 
papaya Brazil, Chile and Peru. Before 
accepting the task the four Governments 
consider it necessary that hostilities should 
cease, and a few days ago there were in- 
dications that the disputants might accept 
this condition. To-day’s news, however, 
shows that there is renewed activity on the 
(iran Chaco front, where troops, artillery 
and aeroplanes have been engaged. In 
these conditiors it is not surprising that 
the four republics should hesit-te to 
assume responsibility for intervening in 
what is actually a state of war. = It is 
possible that the League may make a new 
effort to end the conflict. and that re- 
presentations may be made at once to both 
sides. If no other solution presents itself 
it will be necessary for a commission of 
the League to visit the disturbed area as 
originally proposed. 
Experiments in the Army. 


In connection with the Army training 
and divisional exercises tn progress on 
Salisbury Plain, three experiments im- 
portant ‘alike to the Army ‘generally and 
to the individual soldier ate being tried 
out. The first is the proposed new service 
uniform designed to give more freedom and 
comfort. This uniform embodies headgear 
of the “ s]ouch ” type in place of the 
stiff peaked cap, an open-necked jacket 
similar to the officers’ pattern, and a shirt 
of the cricket style, but without collar or 
tie. The second experiment is to reduce 
the soldier's load from 55%1lb. to 351b., 
leaving all but absolute essentials to be 
brought up by first line-transport. Lastly, 
a test will be made of a new emergency 
ration, a ‘‘ tabloid meal.” which isclaimed 
to be light in weight, satisfying, palatable, 
and nourishing in food values. It is com- 
pressed into small solid blocks, and 
weighs only half a pound, as compared 
with the present 2lb. “iron ration.” 
Chocolate and sugar form the principal 
ingredients. 


Mr. Montagu Norman. 

Mr. Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Bank of England, accompanied by Mrs. 
Norman, left Greenock on Saturday in the 
liner Duchess of Atholl, for a visit to 
Canada and the United States. Contrary 
to his;.usual practice; Mr. Norman 
travelled under his own name. He 
announced that he was on holiday bent, 
and that he hoped to include a brief visit 
to Mr. Harrison, Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, which played 
rather a conspicuous part in the last 
British payment of war debts to America. 
Though the trip is described as “ just a 
visit with nothing concrete planned,” a 
Reuter message from Washington 
definitely states that Mr. Norman un- 
doubtedly will discuss world financial and 
economic conditions, but that no prepara- 
tions have been made for conferences. 


The Naval ''Axe.”' 


‘Royal Naval officers are disgruntled by 
the rather off-hand manner in which the 
Lords of the Admiralty are carrying out 
the ' axing ” of surplus Lieutenant-Com- 
manders and Lieutenants who have not 
availed themselves of the provisions of the 
special retirement scheme. The reduction 
of naval material and lower deck personnel 
during the last few years has necessitated 
a strict cutting down of the commissioned 
list, especially in the ranks mentioned. 
Voluntary retirements have been induced 
in a great many cases by the offer of 
favourable terms to officers who had little 
chance of promotion, and who realised that 
the sooner they made a start in civil life 
the better would be their chances.- In 
dealing with those who did not accept 
those offers, and elected to remain in the 
service with the risk of the “ axe,”’ it must 


be confessed thatthe Board of Admiralty 
might have been less abrupt and a little 
more courteous in their official intimations 
to individuals that it would not be possible 
sth further employment on the active

BOMBER CRASH FIRES SIX 'PLANES. 


AIR TERRITORIALS

WHEN MACHINE DIVES

WO airmen narrowly escaped death 
and a hangar and seven ‘planes were 
destroved in a remarkable accident at 
Hawkinge Aerodrome, near Folkestone, 
yesterday. 

[he 504th Auxiliary (City of Notting- 
ham) Squadron of the Royal Air Force 
re carrying out their annual training at 
Hawkinge, and a flight of three machines 
were returning to land on the aerodrome. 

(me of the machines, a Hawker Horsley 
omber, piloted by Flight-Lieutenant 
Frederick W. Hartridge, with Aircrafts- 
man Norman O'Connell in the rear cock- 
pit. struck an old hangar and then 
rashed into the roof of one close by. 
rhe machine lodged in a large hole it 
made and hung suspended in the air. 
[hen the ’plane burst into flames. 

i licht-Lieutenant Hartridge released 
himself from the pilot’s seat and fell 

t thirty feet to the floor of the hangar. 
e officers and air mechanics rescued 
Hartridge from the hangar. 

O'Connell jumped from the suspended 
‘plane into a fire hydrant cover held by 
people below. 

Within a few minutes the hangar was a 


blazing inferno, and six other ’planes were 
destroyed. 

Hartridge owes his life probably to the 
fact. that the fire did not break out imme- 
diately after the bomber had hit the 
building. It is thought that petrol leak- 
ing from the damaged machine was fired 
by the sun, which was burning down on 
the iron roof of the building. 

Those who dashed into the hangar, after 
having to force open the closed doors, 
found the pilot lying unconscious on the 
floor, with blazing petrol falling close to 
him from the bomber. 

Airmen and other helpers were able to 
save one machine in the hangar, but when 
they returned in the hope of saving the six 
others they were driven back by the 
flames. 

Pieces of blazing material were carried 
by the light breeze a distance of over 
two hundred feet across the adjoining 
road. Firemen fought the flames in gas 
masks, and succeeded in confining it to ene 
hangar, which was surrounded on all sides 
by other buildings filled with machines. 


“WONDERFUL ESCAPE.” 

An eye-witness of the crash, with con 
siderable flying experience, said that he 
had never seen two airmen have such a 
wonderful escape from death. 

Hartridge and O'Connell, who both 
come from Hacknall. Northamptonshire, 
were treated for concussion, shock and 
abrasions. It is believed that Hartridge 
also received a fracture of the wrist. The 


condition of both was stated last night 
to be satisfactory.

NAZIS SHOOT DOWN A 
POLICEMAN. 


IE British and French Governments 
presented yesterday to the German 
Foreign Office their Notes protesting 
against Nasi propaganda in Austria. 

The leaflets dropped from German aero- 
planes and the speeches broadcast from 
German stations attacking Dr. Dolfuss’s 
Government’ are regarded as a breach of 
Germany's undertaking in the Versailles 
Treaty to met strictly the independence 
of Austria. The interference in Austria’s 
internal politics is considered also to be a 
breach of the spirit of the Four Power Pact. 

The German Government, in its reply, 
refused to agree to the British and French 
contention that the: political propaganda 
of the Nazis in Austria constituted a 
breach of the existing Treaties, and 
reminded the Powers that “ Germany, 
therefore, held this interference in the 
German-Austrian impasse as inadmis- 
sible.’’ 


INADMISSIBLE, 


The official communiqué issued by the 
official Wolffburo says that the French 
Ambassador, referring to the Four Power 
Pact, said that, according to the view of 
the French Government, the German 
propaganda in Austria in its last stage was 
not compatible with the conditions of the 
Pact. 

The Ambassador was told that the Ger- 
man Government failed to see any appli- 
cation of the Four Power Treaty in this 
instance. From the German side no Treaty 
had been violated, and Germany, therefore, 
held inadmissable this interference with 
German-Austrian affairs. 

The. British Chargé d’Affaires, who 
delivered a similar démarche, was given 
the same answer. 


DEFIANT ARTICLE, 


The Berlin evening newspapers then 
came out with an article—said to be 
officially inspired—attacking the Austrian 
Government for their policy. 

The article sharply criticised the 
Austrian Government for not living up to 
the new spirit, and for not taking into 
account the “ moral and spiritual change 
he article also 
criticised the Austrian Government for in- 
troducing a Cabinet policy instead’ of 
trying to establish the necessary contact 
with the Austrian people. 

France and her associates are also de- 
nounced for having sanctioned the estab- 
lishment of an Austrian auxiliary police of 
18.000 men, which is declared to be in 
conflict with the spirit of the Four-Power 
Pact, 

“This attitude on the part of the 
Powers,’’ the article concludes, “will 
certainly not aid towards strengthening 
the solidarity of the world or strengthen 
the confidence which is necessary in the 
interests of peace in Europe.”’ 


“INCIDENT CLOSED.” 


An officially inspired comment says that, 
with the replies given to the British and 
French Embassies, Germany considers the 
incident is closed. 

The whole action, it is pointed out, was 
set in motion by foreign newspapers, 
which, contrary to diplomatic usages, 
announced the démarche before it was 
known in Berlin, a démarche supported 
by British and French Royalists, who “fíor 
financial reasons were aaginst a change in 
the Austrian Government.’’ 

The démarche would not have 
materialised, official circles say, if the 
affair had been handled by the Foreign 
Ministers in London and Paris and not by 
their Under-Secretaries. Paris is blamed 
for having started the whole affair. 

It is stated officially at the Italian 
Foreign Office in Rome that the report 
from Paris that Italy had asked permis- 
sion for Austria to increase her army in 
spite of the Treaty of Trianon had no 
foundation in fact. It was admitted, 
however, that a preliminary and tentative 
exchange of ideas relating to the matter 
may have taken place, but Italy had not 
taken the initiative in the matter, and it 
was premature, at least, to say that the 
Italian Government had asked for permis. 
sion on behalf of Austria to enlarge its 
army. 


AMBUSH ON FRONTIER, 


A serious incident occurred on the 
Austro-German Frontier yesterday, when 
‘n Austrian auxiliary. policeman, Michael 
Schwaninger, was shot dead while patrol- 
ling the frontier near Kufstein. He was 
in the Austrian part of the Neue Hechtsee 
road, leading into Germany, whwn shots 
were fired by men in ambush on the Ger- 
man portion of the road, 

A colleague who was near returned the 
fire, and, apparently, wounded one of the 
assailants, as he could see a man hastily 
dragged out of the firing line. 

It is alleged that about fifteen Nazis 
took part in the attack. They wore steel 
helmets and uniforms similar to those of 
,the German Voluntary Labour Battalion, 
which is stationed in Kiefersfelden, across 
the frontier. The bullet which killed the 
policeman came from a German Mauser 
pistol. 


POLICE REINFORCED. 

The shooting was followed by intense 
activity on the Austrian side of the fron- 
tier. Reinforcements of auxiliary police 
(Austrian Heimwehr, or Fascists, who 
have been enrolled as auxiliary police to 
help the Government in their fight against 
the Nazis) were hurried to the spot. The 
frontier was closed in the district. 

Four persons, including three Austrian 
Nazis, have been arrested by the authori- 
ties, who assert that the shooting was a 
preconcerted affair. A similar attack was 
made at the same spot last Thursday 
night. 

The crime is attributed locally to re- 
venge for the shooting of Johann Kantner, 
a German Nazi, who was shot a week ago 
for failing to answer the challenge of the 
Austrian police. ee 

“Not yet was the significant reply 
given last night in Government circles to 
the gee whether special measures 
would follow the murder. The atmo- 
sphere in the Tyrol. in general is very 
tense, but so far no further incidents have 
ybeen reported.

COURSE.” 


BOMBAY GOVERNOR ON 
TRANQUIL INDIA.

POONA, Monday. 

Opening the Legislative Council to-day, 
the Governor of Bombay, Major-General 
Sir Frederick Sykes, commented on the 
pelitical tranquility of India, notwith- 
standing the latest attempt by Mr. Gandhi 
to foment disorder. 

The political situation in India, he said, 
was to-day calmer than it had been for 
many years past, despite the potential evil 
consequences of the step recently taken by 
Gandhi in embarking upon a new sub- 
versive campaign at a time when there 
were so many promising signs of improve- 
ment, both political and financial. 

Considering the disastrous consequences 
of previous civil disobedience campaigns, 
continued Sir Frederick, and the fact that. 
so many of Gandhi's original supporters 
now recognised the futility of the course 
to which he wished to commit the country, 
it was unfortunate that he once again 
wanted to stir up a disastrous agitation. 

He (the Governor) felt that the people 
welcomed the steps taken by the Govern- 
ment, as they were impatient with 
attempts to turn their activities into blind 
channels, 


MORE ARRESTS, 

Mrs. Gandhi and fifteen other women 
members of Congress were released this 
morning from Sabermati Jail, where they 
were imprisoned after the arrest of Mr. 
Gandhi and thirty of his followers on 
August 2nd. They were ordered to betake 
themselves to a specified area, but this 
they refused to do, whereupon they were 
re-arrested. 

Devadas Gandhi, the Mahatma’s 
youngest son, was to-day arrested in 
Delhi. His wife is a daughter of Mr. 
C. Raja Gopalihariar, who with sixteen 
others was sentenced to six months’ 
rigorous imprisonment after being ar- 
rested at Trichangodi, Madras, while on a 
march to explain the Congress programme. 


CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 

Thirty-six youths have been placed on 
trial before the Special Tribunal at Ali- 
pore for conspiring to wage war against 
the King, and to overthrow the Constitu- 
tion.

O WING to the Bank Holiday there was 
general inactivity at Leinster House 
and Government Buildings yesterday. All 
the offices were closed, and the staffs were 
enjoying a respite from duty. Even 
Ministers found themselves able to take a 
rest. Only one or two of them visited 
Government Buildings, and then only for a 
brief period. 

It was no holiday, however, for the fifty 
or sixty police who have been so suddenly 
voncentrated in the lower storeys of the 
College of Science buildings. These spent 
their time alternating between spells of 
duty in the stuffy corridors and their 
billets. Duri yesterday the usual 
patrols of armed and uniformed Guards 
were accompanied by men in mufti, also 
apparently armed, 

It is a curious fact that although Mr. 
P..J. Ruttledge, Minister for Justice, de- 
finitely denied that any new force was 
being created, everybody appeared to take 
the reverse for granted, and many persons 
claimed to know everything about the 
Government’s plans in this respect. In- 
deed, the Bank Holiday brought quite a 
rush of intending recruits from the 
country, and it is stated that some of these 
men ascertained the information that re- 
cruiting is already closed ; all the required 
recruits have been secured, This fits in 
with other information to the effect that 
recruiting has been quietly in progress for 
more than a tortnight:

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—-The publication in the form of 
a white paper of a scheme of constitutional! 
reform for Burma marks a further stage in 
the development of Burmese policy. The 
scheme has been prepared for the Joint 
Select Committee on Indian Constitutional 
Reform by Sir Samuel Hoare. — It is, in 
essentials, a first sketch of the sort of con- 
stitution which would suit the special con- 
ditions of Burma in the event of its separa- 
tion from India, and is submitted to the 
Committee on that hypothesis. It offers 
Burma what the India paper offers India— 
a very large measure of self-government, 
with certain necessary safeguards. Its 
divergence in some details from the Indian 
proposals is dictated by the obvious differ- 
ences between Burmese and Indian con- 
ditions. 

Speaking broadly, Burma is offered the 
same political rights as India, if her 
leaders. accept them, 
they make - their minds on the issne of 
separation, the Committee is in no sense 
bound to accept the proposals of the white 
paper. It may decide in favour of separa- 
tion ; it may decide that the Burmans, who 
have kept the British Government waiting 
for a clear-cut expression of their views 
for the best part of two years, must be 
pase in their turn and remain an Indian 

rovince until further notice. Meanwhile, 
it is possible, and it is certainly to be 
hoped, that the publication of the scheme 
will persuade the Burmese politicians to 
come to terms and to talk business instead 
of chaffering for better conditions than any 
Indian State or Province has demanded. 
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GORSE FIRES ON 
THE HILLS. 


HOWTH, KILLINEY AND 
BRAY HEAD, 


Howth Head. had the appearance of a 


smoking voleano yesterday afternoon when 


a series of gorse fires broke out on the 
Dublin Bay side of the headland, in a 
chain which extended from Barren Hill 
almost to the Summit. Dense clouds of 
smoke filled the sky, and the flames from 
the blazing gorse could be discerned clearly 
by holiday makers at Blackrock, Seapoint 
and other resorts along the southern shores 
of the bay. 

Several houses lay close to the largest 
fire, which extended half a mile along the 
high ridge which overlooks the low-lving 
land towards Sutton, but the combined 
efforts of the Howth Guards and a number 
of civilian volunteers prevented any real 
danger.:

— This 
caused no damage to vroperty, and was 
extinguished after a short time by the 
Civic Guards from Dalkey. 

A very spectacular gorse fire also broke 
ont durine ti.e afternoon on the summit 
of Bray Head. The outbreak, which was 
an extensive one, sent up flames and dense 
clouds of smoke, which were watched hy 
thousands of holiday makers on the 
Esplanade below. Sergeant Sutton and a

BUDAPEST, Monday. 

Mr. Tyler, the financial expert delegated 
by the League of Nations Financial Commis- 
sion to advise the Hungarian Government in 
financial and economic matters, published to- 
day his report of the last quarter of the 
financial year, 

He reports that the deficit on the adminis- 
trative Budget for the financial year 1932-35 
totals 87,800,000 pengoes, while the deficit 
on the State enterprises amounts to 60,400,000 
pengoes. “The latter deficit ig covered by the 
proceeds of the internal loan. . The payments 
into the transfer funds for the State loan fell 
short of requirements by 50,200,000 pengoes. 

Mr. Tyler states that the estimated budget 
revenue was 44,000,000 pengoes higher than 
the actual receipis of the previous year, but 
despite the increases in taxation last February 
the revenue declined by 10 per cent, 

Economies are, therefore, Decessary, 
especially in State enterprises, 

Exports improved in the second quarter of 
1933, while the rate of decline in railway 
trafics slackened, 

The harvest had exceeded expectations, 
though the prospects of selling it against

DECISION OF MEETING AT 
U.S. EMBASSY.

HAVANA, Monday. 

Following a conference of Cuban poli- 
tical leaders at the United States Embassy 
here to-day, it was announced that all the 
political parties were agreed on the neces- 
sity for the resignation of President 
Machado. 

Meantime President Machado has 
decreed military rule in Havana as a 
result of the strikes which have heen 
declared as part of the revolt against his 
régume, : 

Serious rioting is reported from the 
interior, but communication is interrupted 
by a strike of telegraphists. 

It was reported yesterday that the Pre- 
sident had said that he was ready to yield 
to the people’s will and to resign, but this 
is denied by the palace, At present the 
strike takes the form of a ‘‘ passive revolu- 
tion ” against his dictatorship. 

Following several days’ tension and dis 
turbances the Army has moved into 
Havana and taken possession of the city. 
The army is reinforcing the police, who 
previously had fired several thousand 
shots in an attempt to clear the streets of 
the crowdsrejoicing at the report that 
President M, Chaco had resigned. 

The military also fired on the crowds, 
and it is reported that at least fifteen 
were killed.

Static tricity was the cause of a fatal 
accident which occurred wh'le a woman. was 
washing: a silk garment in petrol in the 
open air, away from the flame, when a fire 
occurred and she was fatally burned, The 
reason for this accident is understood by 
those who are accustomed to handle petrol in 
large Quantities. When dry fabrics, parti- 
silk, are rubbed in dry weather 
electric ' sparks can be obtained. When 
fabrics are washed in water no such effect 
takes place, because the water is a good 
conductor of electricity, and any char 
which may be formed is dissipated. Petrol, 
on the other hand, is a non-conductor, and 
may even giye rise to sparks on its own 
account when subjectec to friction with in- 
sulating materials. For this ‘eason when 
petrol 's pumped through pipes’ precautions 
are taken to conduct any electricity that 
may be oy to ee by means of a 
length of: wire. Numbers of very serious 
explosions have occurred through the neglect 
of this precaution. 


DANGER IN CLEANING. 


It must be understood that a spark of 
definite intensity is needed to ignite petrol 
vapour, and it is a matter of chance whether 
a takes place. or not when static 
electricity is being generated in this manner, 
It will be apes therefore, that the use 
of petrol for dry-cleaning is really a hazardous 
operation; fo® even when used out-of-doors 
the act of rubbing the fabric with the hands 
ig just the. way to generate an electric spark. 
Stirring the article with a stick at arm’s 
length reduces the risk, but does not elimi- 
nate it. : | 

The strongest advice is given therefore to 
avoid the dangerous risk of dry-cleaning at 
home in spite of the hints that may be given 
in domestic journals from time to time on 
how to do it. Finally, petrol should never 
be exposed except to the minutest extent in 
the house, and it must: never be thrown down 
a drain or sink—by so doing a fatal explosion 
may result in a drain or. sewer, Waste 
petrol should be disposed of on open ground, 
which for a time must be regarded as a 
danger zone. 

Several cases have been reported during 
the year where the cleaning has been done 
in a room in which a gas jet was burning— 
with ‘the inevitable ‘result. -If a naked light 
is in an adjoining room there is still the 
danger cf the petroleum spirit vapour creep- 


A case is on record where the vapour was 
ignited by an oil lamp situated at a distance 
of 53 feet from the spirit. 

During the fuelling of the tanks of cars 
and lorries a number of accidents have 
arisen owing, it was thpught, to the spilling 
of petroleum spirit'on to the hot exhaust or 
on the electrical. equipment, and serious 
injuries have been caused owing to the 
occupants being unable to get out of the 
énclosed driver's cabin on a lorry; and in 
the case of a car oWing to the safety catches 
of the doors being secured from the inside. 
In the case of one firm of lorry-owners 
instructions have been issued by the firm 
that the doors of enclosed drivers’ cabins 
are to be Open while the fuel tanks are being 
filed with spirit. 


FRENCH TARIFFS 
AND QUOTAS. 


CALAIS IN STATE OF 
REVOLT.

The whole civic body of Calais, including 
the Municipal Council, the Chamber and 
the Tribunal of Commerce, has announced 
its resignation as a protest against the 
Government's tariff and quota policy, 
which has, it is claimed, brought the town 
and the adjoining districts to the brink 
of ruin. 

M. Daladier, the Prime Minister, is 
now personally investigating the matter, 
and has promised to receive the represen- 
tatives of the town at the earliest possible 
moment, . 

These modern burghers of Calais claim 
that the threat to their town is no less 
serious than that of 1347, when, in- 
furiated by their stout resistance, Edward 
III. was only diverted from his intention 
of putting the entire population to the 
sword by the devotion of Fustache de St. 
Pierre and his five companions, who, with 
ropes round their necks, offered themselves 
as a sacrifice. 


DOUBLE-EDGED WEAPON. 


To judge by the statements of M. Leon 
Vincent. the Deputy Mayor, and M. 
Henri Rausse, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the combination of high tariffs and 
quotas has proved a double-edged weapon, 
indeed, as far as Calais is concerned. Both 
as a port and as an industrial centre it 
has been reduced to poverty, first by .the 
direct operation of trade restriction, and 
secondly by the retaliatory measures 
adopted by other countries.

Fianking enormous fat 
gourds are heaps of scarlet pimentos and 
tomatoes, and mountains of grapes, incredibly 
cheap. Pomegranates and pears jostle heaps 
of humble vegetables of the kitchen. 


THE BOULEVARDS. 


In the sightseeing sense the two ''Jions ” 
of Lisbon are her wonderful boulevards and 
her botanic gardens. However ruinous the 
city may have been after the terrible earth 
quake of 1755, when virtually every building 
in the city was razed to the ground, the 
makers of modern Lisbon have accomplished 
great things, for these boulevards that stride 
straight as javelins through the heart of the 
city and into the suburbs are evidence of the 
enlightened town-planning of the eighteenth 
centurv. . 

On either side of the Avenida da Liber- 
dade, occupying the whole of the narrow 
valley for nearly two miles into the suburbs, 
ara the homes of the wealthy Portuguese 
merchants and officials, the glittering white 
of the houses being tempered by the green 
bain of palms and the cool blue of aloes. 

n Lisbon’s publie gardens trupical plants 
grow. with a freedom and luxuriance in the 
upen air that not even the hothouses of Kew 
could surpass. Tree ferns, aloes, agaves and 
palms of wide variety do their utmost ta 
trap the sunshine which burns hotly all 
da- long, 

Beautiful as these gardens are, however, 
they pale into insignificance when compared 
with the wonderland of trees and flowers at 
Montserrat, a few miles out from the city on 
the way to ‘Cintra. On my second day in 
the capital I 4etermined to see for myself 
the charms of these two lavishly-extolled 
places, Montserrat and Cintra. 


AN EARTHLY PARADISE. 


Through smiling oliveyards and orchards 
and cork-tree groves 1 was whirled in one of 
Lisbon’s express taxicabs in the direction of 
Cintra. Far off before me on the horizon, rid- 
ing the plain like a great galleon, wasa rock 
which seafarers, who take it as a landmark. 
know as the “ Rock of Lishon.’’ The ragged 
edge of this outcrop is 2,000 feet above sea 
level, The view from its summit is con- 
sidered one of. the finest in South Europe, 
Montserrat lies two miles or so from Cintra, 
round the shoulder of the hill towards the 
west. : 

All that money and skill can do has been 
lavished upon the gardens at Montserrat. In 
September, when I visited this earthly para- 
dise, the luxuriance of vegetation showed n“ 
signs of waning. 

Paims tapered away io a sky of immaculate 
azure, Magnolias and daturas were in full 
flower, bougainillias threw cloaks of rich 
purple on. the ground. The air. trembled 
with the Sweetnéss of roses, clematis, bril- 
liant comas, banks of heli~‘trope ;. crimson am 
pelopsis and golden-leavci maples presented 
gorgeous masses of colour. 

My ears, as 1 came away from this Ely- 
sium, were filled with the music of water 
pricking incessantly on broad, green leaves. 


PALACE ON A MOUNTAIN, 


A wild spiral of road reaches from the dusty 

praca of Cintra to the summit of the movun- 
tain, where the naked rock bursts from its 
clothing of foliage exultant in its primitive 
strength and freedom. From this height, so 
runs the story, King Manuel I. first espied 
Vasco da Gama returning from his voyage to 
India round the African continent. 
_ There was but a tiny Jeronomite hermitage 
in this savage eyrie to shelter the anxious 
king, who during his vigils vowed that if 
the great explorer came home successful he 
would build upon the spot a monastery 
worthy of the Order in memory of the event. 
Like. others, this monastery (which must 
have taken enormous trouble to build) was 
disestablished and recularised by the State 
in 1834, and King Ferdinand, the consort of 
the Queen of Portugal. and a first cousin 
of Queen Victoria and Prince Albert, bought 
the building and converted it into a royal 
palace, as it remains to-day. 

In alterations which he carried out to his 
palace, Ferdinand showed doubtful taste, 
Moorish and German baronial features being 
liberally grafted on to the Manueline edifice 
The result is that the building, when seen 
closely, is a pretentious muddle, saved from 
contempt by some of its ancient portions, 
and by its sublime situation, 

It was from here, in 1910, that the late 
ex-King Manuel] fled to England when Por. 
tugal became a Republic. 


BYRON’S LAUDATION, 


Poets have dwelt at considerable length on 
the beauties of Cintra; Byron lauded it in 
his first stage of Childe Harold's Pilgrimage. 
To Robert Southey it was ‘‘ the most blessed 
spot on the habitable glolbe,”’ 

Borrow, for all his dislike of the country, 
termed it “‘the Portuguese Paradise,” whi 
the native ;oets, notably Alnieida Garrett in 
modern times, have extolled it fully in their 
verses. 

The drive back from Cintra took me 
through fashionable Oascaes and Mont 
Estoril, resorts which are prettily placed on 
the Atiantic coast, with pines and eucalyptus 
woods above and palm: éverywhere below. 
Scattered along the sea front are great hotels 
and trim white villas almost hidden under 
cay ys, seem foliage. 

At Cascaes, standing with its feet in the 
crook f a blue bay, there is a promenade 
facing the sea with palms more luxuriant 
than either Nice or Cannes can show. And, 
in fact, this Portuguese Riviera, as it has 
with justification been called, forms a 
summer and winter refuge “a is probabl 
unsurpissed in Europe. he spring an 
autumn climate is generally perfect, and 
from Merch onwards plenty of hot sunshine 
can be relied upon. 

If a three days’ voyage in one of the 
modern liners has no terrors, it seems to me 
that Lisbon, more particularly Cascaes and 
Estoril, which are  ovtside the somewhat 
humid Tagus valley, have equal attractions 
with the French resórta as holiday centres. 
The climate of the Portuguese 
certainly more uniform, the daily fluctuation 
in winter being considerably less at Lisbon 
than at Nice or Palermo, which is on the 
same latitude ia tne P. capital.

Tom Green, the Olympic Games champion, 
yesterday won the Hastings-Brighton walk in five 
hours 51 minates 25 seconds, thus breaking the 
record made last year by H. Whitleck by 
minutes 38 seconds. His success was his third in 
the event, as Green was victorious in 1930 and 
1951. and was prevented from competing a year 
ago by his participation in the Olympic Games 
at Los Angeles.
